IN SEN.\TE. 

3 I 0 KDAT, Jaxuart 25. 

The Senate was opened witli prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Norton. 

Mr. J.VMES presented a petition from sundry cit- ' 
izens of Graves c< unity, praying tor the eslablish- 
nieut of a public warehou^e at I’aducah, for the in- 
spection of Tobacco, which, on motion of Mr. Janies 
was referred to couimittee ot the whole, lor Thurs- 
day next. 

Sundrv petitions were presented by Senators Pey- 
ton. Hardin, Heady and Evans, and appropriately re- 
ferred. 

R'porUt from Standing CommiUtfs. j 

Mr. BOYD, from committee on Religion, report- 1 
ed under instructions, a bill to divorce John S. Petty; 
passed. 

I.,<‘ave was given to bring in the following bills, 
viz: 

Mr. BB ADI.EY — a bill for the benefit of the 
Surveyor «.f Trimble county. 

Mr! f'LAUGHTER — a bill to encourage the 
growth and manufacture of silk in this common- 
wealth. 

Mr. BRADLEY offered the following resolution 
which was adopted, viz: 

II solv: Th.at the committee on the Judiciary he 
iustruct'Hl to enquire into the propriety, of so amend- 
ing tlie law in regard to administrators, and the set- 
tlement of e>tates of persons who may have died in- 
solvent. as to authorize administrators to proportion 
U»e assets, where the estate does not exceed a limited 
amount; and report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. T(Jl)D, the benate reconsider- 
ed the vote, l»y which, on Saturday, the bill to estab- 
lish a road from Rochester to Russellville, was re- 
jected. 

On motion of Mr. \V.\LKER, the section making 
an appropriation to said road was stricken out, and 
the hill was then passed. 

The bPE.\KER laid bc.'ure the Senate, the report 
of the Commi'sioners appointed to select a site for 
the erection of a Lunatic .\syluin in the Green river 
section of the State; said rejairt recommends Bowl- 
inggreen as tlie most eligible location. 

On motion of Mr. EV.ANS, the report was order- 
ed to he printed, and referred to the select commit - 1 
tee heretofore appointed, with reference to this sub- , 
ject. I 

OrJess of the Day. 

A bill from the H. R. for the benefit of the I 
Crittenden county court. ' 

Mr. BRADLEY, explained the object and provis- I 
ions of tlii.s bill; to appropriate the money arising 
ironi the sales of vacant lands in the county, for the | 
purpose of building a jail, &lc. Crittenden had j 
tbriiied a part of Livirig.-ton — a similar bill had been 
pasre-d la.'t year for the Vnefit of the latter, but the 
former reaped none of its advantages. 

31r. HARDIN, opposed the bill, on the ground 
that the fund alluded to, had been appropriated by a 
general law. for the improvement of roads, and he 
was unwilling to div-rt it ♦ruin this purpose. 

Mr. I’ATTERStlN advocated the passage of the 
bill; the county of Crittenden was not in his district, 
but he was acquainted witii its necessities, and he 
felt that justice to them requirinl the desired ap- 
propriation to be made. The roads leading to their 
county seat, were generally good, and the erection 
of a jail, (which the people there, cannot, under ex- 
isting circumstances nia!ke,) is indis|>ensable to the 
security of the administration of public justice. 

Mr. HENDERSON disliked to interfere with a 
bill which bad the appearance of a local measure; 
but with regard to this matter, a general law had 
been passed, appropriating the fund arising from this 
source, to a specific object, and he was unwilling to 
make t*xceptions in favor of particular counties, di- 
verting any portion of this fund to other purposes 
In his section of the State, there was a disposition 
to liavc tlie money arising from the sale of vacant 
lands, appropriated for the benefit of common schools, 
I'Ui he v\ as opposed on |irinciple. to even this, much 
as he was in ’.iivor of a good common school sys- 
tem. 

The bill was passed by a vote of yeas 29, nays 4.
